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FLORIDA REPEATER COUNCIL, INC. 

The Florida Repeater Council would like to touch briefly on a few 
policies and commitments that we have established over the past 
four years. 

The Council is committed to accommodating as many requests 
for frequency coordinations as is possible under the current 
coordinating guidelines. Our objective is to apply spectrum 
management techniques in order to keep the VHF, UHF and 
Microwave amateur bands allocated in a systematic manner, 
thereby keeping interference between co-channel and adjacent 
systems to a minimum. The Council offers interference resolution 
services to all coordinated repeater operations throughout Florida, 
and in some cases to non-repeater operators. In some instances it 
will not be possible to eliminate all situations where interference is 
perceived. To this end we will strive to reduce the interference toa 
level that all concerned can operate with. 

Looking forward, there are several changes to the organizational 
structure of the Council, if approved by our constituency, that will 
enhance the Council’s ability to represent repeater owner and user 
interest. More on this subject in our next column. 

As our amateur bands become more populated, the Federal 
Communications Commission is going to put more of the burden of 
interference resolution on repeater coordinating bodies. This, in 
fact, has already occurred via Docket 85-22, which formally 
recognized repeater coordinating bodies, and mentioned some of 
the services these organizations are currently offering within the 
amateur community. 

In future columns we will discuss subjects of interest to the 
amateur community such as: Tone access, technical standards, 
the function of a repeater, FCC Dockets and muchmore. If you have 
a subject or issue which you feel strongly on, and is connected in 
some manner to repeaters, please feel free to write us. We do value 
your input very much.

Dear Mr. Quinn: 

Mr. Richard Morgan has explained to me that as a result of 
Chapter 163.3161 of Florida Statutes each county and municipality 
in Florida must develop a comprehensive local-usage zoning plan. 
In some cases these plans will include regulation of such things as 
outdoor antennas. The Federal Communications Commission, in 
September 1985, declared a limited preemption over state and local 
regulations concerning amateur radio facilities, including amateur 
antennas. If the planners are not aware of this, much unnecessary 
litigation could result. That litigation could be forestalled by land- 
usage plans which include wording simply making an exception for 
amateur radio antennas. 

I wonder if it would be possible for you to take two steps to reduce 
the number of plans that have problems in this area. First, a 
communication from your office to the county and municipal of- 
fices involved in the planning could alert them to this Federal pre- 
emption and how conflict with it can be avoided. Second, as your 
office reviews the plans any conflicts with the Federal preemption 
concerning amateur radio could be brought to the planners’ at- 
tention, along with the simple remedy of excepting amateur an- 
tennas. 

If I or the American Radio Relay League can be of any assistance 
with this potential problem, please call on me.

6/22/82. I have heard the Orlando repeater on my handheld in my living room on my belt! 

I wonder why the FRC would give Orlando 1400’ and refuse me 1200’ on any frequency 

let alone a frequency that a repeater was already using

CONGRATULATIONS ANDY! 

Many of the MARS 25 year awards have been made to members 
who have been active in amateur radio a lot longer than 25 years. 
Andy Clark is an excellent example. He became an amateur in 1939 
in Kansas where his call was W9KCS, joined the MILITARY 
AMATEUR RADIO SYSTEM in 1940 (A9KCS) and has been a 
member of both ever since. His current MARS call is AAR4NO and 
amateur call W4IYT. 

Andy spent four years in the NAVY where he was engaged in 
aeronautical communications specializing in point-to-point CW. 
traffic. CW was and still is his favorite mode but he does participate 
in SSB and FM voice communications from time to time. While he 
still communicates via radio on a regular basis he has facilitated 
communications between all Florida ‘‘HAMS”’ on a monthly basis 
for thirty years. 

Back in 1957 Andy and his wife Betty, W4GGQ, became en- 
trepreneurs and began to publish FLORIDA SKIP. This monthly 
publication is now the primary source of information on the ac- 
tivities of AMATEUR and MARS operators throughout the entire 
state of FLORIDA. It complements rather than competes with 
what QST and others cover at the national and international levels 
for the past 30 years. What Andy and Betty have done in the past 
deserves special recognition for at least three reasons: 

1. SKIP demonstrates that it is possible for people to succeed in 
the initiation and development of their own business. For more 
than a century the educational system has demonstrated the 
desirability of specializing in relatively narrow fields of activity 
and more recently developed the specialty in management. Now it 
is becoming obvious that over specialization opens up opportunities 
for those who are able to put some specialized activities together on 
a scale that is not attractive to the large specialized firms. In other 
words the country needs relatively small businesses such as SKIP 
as well as large firms like General Motors and IBM. 

2. SKIP covers the entire field of AMATEUR and MARS ac- 
tivities in the state of Florida. It is a ‘‘“MUST”’ for all Florida hams 
working the amateur and military frequencies they are authorized 
to use. Nets are listed and the volume of traffic passed recorded. 
The monthly calendar of events is used extensively by those 
desiring to buy or sell equipment and those who don’t want to travel 
can use the Hambar columns. All together SKIP serves every 
segment of a hobby that is not only growing but becoming more 
complex day by day. 

3. Finally, it is most important to note that Mr. and Mrs. Clark 
have raised and educated six children including two pairs of twins, 
two of which are now in college, one at the University of Florida in 
Gainesville and one at the Florida International University in 
Miami. 

They also have two grandchildren. And while doing all this, Andy 
is Chairman of the Dade County amateur Radio Public Service 
Corps, Chairman of the Red Cross Communications, the A.R.R.L. 
Emergency Coordinator for Dade County, and President of the 
Miami Springs TV Productions, Inc. 

In recognition of all of this the president of the National Ex- 
change Club recently presented Andy Clark a BOOK OF GOLDEN 
DEEDS for what he has contributed to Amateur Radio during the 
past forty years. 

Recent Andy, and his son Andy Jr., KA4MHL, were responsible 
for getting the first ‘‘Public Access TV Channel”’ in Florida to be 
used totally by the “‘public’’ to present their TV Productions. The 
channel is on Dynamic TV System in Dade County and is 50. Con- 
tinuous Bulletin Board and soft background music runs 24 hours a 
day when their ‘‘TV Productions” are not being aired! 

Nevertheless, Andy retains his own rare sense of humor. If you 
don’t believe it read HAMBARS and the comments at the end of 
several articles each month.

Hello DXers from the SFDXA. All requests for information or 

comments about the column should be directed to W4WJ, Don via 
the callbook address, or the repeater 147.930/330. 
The contest season has started and will become more frequent on 
the bands. Most of the ham operators populating the bands will 
likely curse the situation if they are ragchewers but those who are 
chasing DX welcome the activity. This will provide an opportunity 
for the beginning DXer to have the DX station in the contest 
welcome the call for a ‘‘counter’’ in the contest. It is possible to 
work over one hundred countries in a contest — if it is one of the 
“big ones.”’ 

On October 24-25 is the CQ World Wide Phone Contest started the 
season. There were lot of stateside operators going on DXpedition 
in addition to foreign operators. A lot of these operators traveled to 
some fairly rare places, which provides a great opportunity for the 
DXer to get QSO confirmation from stateside very inexpensively 
and quickly. If CW is your favorite operating mode, in November, 
one month later is the big CQ WW CW Contest with the same op- 
portunities. 

There 
seems to be a mistaken idea among many operators that it is 
necessary to send in your logs of these contests in order to receive 
confirming QSL’s — NOT SO!!! Just make sure that you record the 
serial number and accurate UTC time of the contact and QSL’s will 
be forthcoming (we hope). Make sure that you know the proper 
exchange used in the contest as nothing upsets the dedicated 
contester as much as having to explain the contest rules, etc. to a 
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contact. This destroys the rhythm and uses up valuable time. 

Since the last column the SFDXA Antenna Busters have com- 
pleted several antenna jobs. WB4BBH, Frank in South Miami did a 
maintenance job on his TET beam and raised it a little higher. 
WAACTC, Vant, Plantation pulled down a Rohn 25 tower and rebuilt 
and guyed it to 70 feet with new stacked 10, 15, and 20 meter 
monobanders (40 ft. boom) — home made! !
